« Fyom all the information I can collect, the 
rophet is endeavouring to form 4 combination 
gong the Indians hostile tous, E shall be on 
the alert, and will take special care to apprise 
you of every thing that may be material until 
the crisis passes away. The Indians in any 
numbers you know cannot subsist long in any 
place, We May therefore calculate on hearing of 
their dispersion soon, or doing something worse. 
“ Hendricks writes that a deputation from 
White River is gone to the prophet, and he 
thinks it will have the desired effect. [ hope to 
hear the result soon. fi this incendiary is not 
silenced soon in an amicable manner, [ think 
forbearance on our part no longer prudent—it 
is not for me to say what steps ought to be ta- 
ken, but one thing is certain, if he is not put 
down soon some district of our country will re- 
ceive a blow. The information contained in the 
inclosed paper procured from e although in 
some respects improbable, taken in, connection 
with the prophet’s conduct, deserves some con- 
sideration—it is sent to you as we received— 
there is no possible inducements with ——, to 
contrive a falsehood.” 
The following information was told to me as 
a creat secret by an Indian. 
* About three years ago the Indians were de- 
yisinga plan for attacking the whites on the 
frontiers, also at the same time to tske all the 
forts belonging to the United States to the west- 
ward. It appears to have originated with the 
“Shawanee Prophet and his band, and the Socks. 
My brother told me the secret at Winemack’s 
town, and said that the British had taken a par- 
ty of Socks into the woods and: had 2 council 
with them, and told them they must take up the 
tomahawk against the Americans, and to this 
day the thing is alive amongst them, although 
kept a great secret—it is made known to none 
but such as they think confidence can be placed 
in. ‘This spring a chief came from White River 
to Winkeemack’s town and seid that an English- 
man Who lived at the former place had told him 
that the Americans were cheating them, and ta- 
king all their land from them—The chief asked 
hberty of the Putawatamics to let the Delawarcs 
come and live with them, to prepare to defend 
their country—and I have heard the Indians say, 
that they would take all that they could get trom 
the Americans, and lay it up instore to ard them 
in attack against the Americans—and by what I 
can discover, it is intended before long, per- 
haps when the green corn is fitto eat, and per- 
haps it may net happen before spring, it has 
been contemplated to attack the frontier se:- 
tlements first, but some of the Indians. will 
not agree to it, because it would give the a- 
larm to the whites and they would be discover- 
ed. They say that Fort Wayne, may be taken 
very easy, but Chicago, or Fort Dearborn, would 
be more difficult, by reason, they Say, of there 
being so many spikes on the tops of the pickets. 
The plan is jaid thus: The Miamies and Puta- 
Watamies is to attack Fort Wayne: the Shawa- 
nese, Kickapoos, and Peandashaws are to attack 
Vincennes ; 2nd Marpock, the great Putawata- 
mie, and his people, js to attack Fort Dearborn : 
the Chippewas and Ottowas, are to attack De- 
troit: the Socks is to attack the nearest post to 
them, probably Michilimackinac. The Indians 
have been secretly councilling respecting this 
business for three vears past, and mostly go into 
the woods for tear of being discovered. It was 
m the minds of some of the Incians to commence 
an aitack on F. Wayne last fall, during the tres- 
ty—there are but few Indians towards the St. Jo- 
Seph that know any thing of this plan. Tophte- 
nipee and Moguoge are in the secret, and IL am 
hot certain of any other of the chiefs, 1 do not 
know whether Wincraack knows any thing of it 
ornots he seems to be very uneasy, more so 
than usual. The Indians ¢hat will not join this 
expedition are to be killed first. ‘There is none 
of the Miamies as yet, that [know of, that is in 
the secret, except a chicf at Massasinway.— 
Marpock was sent for by the British last sum- 
Mer, but at that time he did not go, but said that 
when he did go, he did not know what might 
happen as he passed Fort Wayne on his return.
